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(54) Title: PUMP DISPENSERS 



_(57) Abstra ct:-Eu mp dispensers are specially adapted for inverted 
use. One feature, especially useful in a foam dispenser having both 
an air cylinder (5) and a liquid cylinder (6) with respective pistons, 
is an intake conduit arrangement to increase the clearance of liquid 
from the container. An intermediate shell (7) fits over the upright 
liquid cylinder body (6) and carries an inlet valve (73) positively 
urged upwardly to the closed position, to prevent leaking. A con- 
duit shell (8) fits over the intermediate shell (7) and creates an in- 
take conduit (85) extending down the side of the liquid cylinder to 
an intake opening (81) lower down the pump body.
